CONDITIO GOVERNING ACCESS TO NATIONAL SF'"IRITY 


1. I will abide by the regulations for safeguarding classified information issued by the Federal 
agency to which this application is being made or regulations which otherwise have been made 
applicable to the conduct of my historical research by the aforesaid agency. 

2. I understand that any classified information which I receive affects the national defense or 
foreign relations of the United States (collectively termed "national security").
